Too Much Ruffle. 

As was expected, there is no end to the 
resolutions, motions, constitutional amend- 
ments, and the “devil-knowa-what-all” of 
legislative propositions looking to the “en- 
largement of the area of human freedom,” 
so-called, with which the present session 
of Congress has already been flooded. 
Stokes, of Tennessee, vies with Sumner, of 
Massachusetts; and a dozen penny trym- 
pets pipe their running variations. It will 
be queer if, amid the rant and the racket, 
Sambo gets nothing, and his one represent- 
ative is crowded out of his seat in the 
House of Representatives, to which he was 
elected by the “free people of Louisiana,” 
as appears most probable just now. 

Yet, after all, this plan to give Sambo 
his belly-fall of suffrage and no meat, is 
very like giving him a ruffle before he has 
a& shirt. Nevertheless—as Radicals urge 
with a show of plausibility from a Radical 
stand-point, and with perfect truth from 
every other—why should we give him 
meat? Aye, indeed. There is just no 
more reason why a Freedmen’s Bureau 
should exist than there is for the existence 
of a Bureau of Immigration. The newly- 
arrived foreigner is just as much in need of 
Government aid as the negro; and it is 
only right that both should scuffle, as the 
rest of us have to scuffle, for the good 
things of life. Therefore the Radicals ar- 
gue that suffrage is enough for Sambo. 

A man must be hun- 
gry if he want meat, and even then he 
must have a sound digestion if it do him 
no harm. In like manner, enfranchise- 
ment—which is a coarse diet, not served 
out to white men until they are of age— 
requires of those that receive it a certain 
culture and a certain desire, without which 
it will be as chips of wood which children 
toss at dogs that lie lazily iu the sun, and 
only snap out of pure idleness or ill-nature. 
Remove the bayonet from the South and 
enfranchise the negroes, and four-fifths of 
them will go just as they happen to be 
bought by money or by kindness. Give 
them the ruffle and they will of course 
want the shirt; but may it not prove 
a shirt of bristles ?
